Tho Claimant has undorgone a term of 
ponnl servitude oxtending to ten years and 
eight mouths for perjury, in having, os 
stated by the jury, falsely declared himaclf

Division lasting 188 days, ha was on the 
28th of February, 1874, found guilty on 
each of the two indictments: against him, 
Lord Chief Justice Cockburn’ and Justices 
Mellor ‘aud Lush tried the case. On the 
delivery of the verdict the Lord. Chief 
Justice remarked, ‘That disposed of all 
tho issues ;’ and Mc Justice Mellor. then 
sentenced the prisoner to two separate 
terins of seven years’ penal servitude each.
